I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances,  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  end¬ 
ing  the  31st  December,  1952. 

The  Health  of  your  district  on  the  whole  has  been  very  satisfactory  and 
free  from  any  serious  notifiable  diseases. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show  26  fewer  Births,  but  this  is  compensated  for 
by  5-8  fewer  deaths. 

The  Infant  Mortality  figure  of  2  is  lower  than  it  has  been  for  some  years. 

The  number  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  (401)  shows  a  marked  in- 

» 

crease  over  the  number  (161)  for  1951.  This  is  accounted  for  by  sporadic 
outbreaks  of  Measles  (31il)  but  fortunately  with  NO  deaths. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  court¬ 
eous  manner  in  which  they  have  received  my  reports  and  suggestions,  and 
also  to  Mr.  Dixon — the  Clerk  to  your  Council,  and  the  members  of  my  staff 
for  their  loyal  co-operation.

Section  E 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Small  extensions  of  mains  were  carried  out  by  the  Wisbech  and  District 
Water  Board  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  progress  will  continue.  There  are  still 
a  number  of  populated  areas  requiring  piped  supply  but  the  district  is  very 
well  serviced.  Chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  are  taken  regularly  by 
the  Board  from  source  and  from  services. 

Rainwater  collected  from  roofs  was  still  the  only  supply  available  to 
the  areas  not  serviced  by  the  Board’s  mains. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Good  progress  was  maintained  in  the  conversion  of  privy  vaults  and 
pail  closets  to  water  closets  to  private  properties. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  continued  to  operate  very  satisfactorily. 
Whilst  the  demand  for  this  service  continued  from  householders,  the  sewage 
disposal  plants  operating  on  the  Council  Housing  Estates  required  three 
times  the  attention  required  in  1951.  Comparative  figures  are  given  below:  —

Continuous  efforts  were  made  in  all  areas  to  prevent  pollution  of  water 
courses  from  sewage  disposal  plants  and  private  properties  but  this  problem 
continues.

The  whole  district  continued  to  be  covered  and  controlled  by  the  two 
River  Boards  of  the  Nene  and  Ouse. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  cases  have  been  reported  or  found  during  the  year. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Twelve  applications  were  received  and  twelve  licences  issued  by  the 
Council  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  sites  were 
inspected  and  the  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

The  scheme  for  Rodent  Control  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  and 
good  results  were  obtained  on  several  cases  of  heavy  infestation.  The  details 
of  the  year’s  work  by  the  Operator  is  given  below.

Dry  refuse  was  collected  by  the  Council  fortnightly  by  Contract  and  all 
houses  except  those  in  isolated  districts  were  served. 

Road  cleansing  was  carried  out  by  the  Norfolk  County  Council  who  are 
the  District  Highway  Authority. 


VERMINOUS  PERSONS  AND  PREMISES. 

Action  was  taken  under  Section  85  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  when 
one  person  was  removed  for  cleansing  from  vermin. 

Four  dwellinghouses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin  and  were 
disinfested  by  the  staff  of  the  Department.
